Zedren, assisted by his Elected Divan and Appointed Officers. 

Upon motion duly seconded, it was unanimously voted that the 
reading of the records of the previous meeting be dispensed with end 
that they be accepted and approved as written. 

Printed copies of the Annual Reports of the Recorder, Treasurer, 


and Trustees of the Permanent Fund for the year 1954 were distributed 


at this Meeting and upon motion duly seconded, it was unanimously 
voted that these reports be accepted ana approved @s printed, and 


Spread upon the records of the Temple. 
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A request for a release of jurisdiction over Claude W. Leonard 
of seekonk, Massachusetts, was received from Sphinx Temple of Hartford, 
Connecticut, and, upon motion, a release was granted. 

By motion it was unanimously voted that an Honorary Membership 
be presented to the outgoing Potentate, Illustrious Noble Gerald F., 
zZedren. 

The Potentate advised that letters have been presented to him by 
the Recorder that were showing a condition of membership of certain 
members of the Temple who, for diverse reasons, were unable to meet 
their Shrine obligations in connection with their Annual Dues and Hos- 
pital Assessments.

Following the Ritualistic Work, a buffet dinner was served in 
Grand Banquet Hall to the Nobles present and in Talbot Banquet Hall 
to the Candidates. 

The Evening Meeting and Ceremonial was opened in Grand Hall, 
Mechanics Building, at 6:00 P.M. by Illustrious Potentate Herman C. 
McStay, who introduced the distinguished guests present, including 
Potentates of the Northeastern Shrine Temples, heads of Masonic Grand 
Bodies, and 2 Candidates for the Office of Imperial Outer Guard. 

As this particular Ceremonial had been designated "Shrine Clubs! 
Ceremonial" in honor of the eight Shrine Clubs located in Aleppo 
Temple's jurisdiction, the eight Presidents of the Clubs were pre- 
sented to the Nobility by Illustrious Potentate McStay. 

The evening program included the Pledge of Allegiance, National 
Anthem, Arab Patrol drills, and concerts by the Shrine Band, Oriental 
Band, and Aleppo Chanters., 

The Marshal of the Temple then presented Candidate Aaron R. 


Davison to the East who, after a few appropriate remarks, presented 


to Aleppo Temple through Illustrious Potentate Herman C. MeStay the 
original Dispensation of Aleppo Temple. This document was issued 


August 3, 1882, to the founder and first Potentate of Aleppo Temple, 


Henry E, HoSley, and was the working Dispensation of the Temple until 


the issuing of a formal Charter on June 6, 1883. Following the issuing 
of the formal Charter, under which the Temple has operated since 1883, 

the Dispensation disappeared and its whereabouts were unknown until it 

was found among the papers of the late Henry Hosley by his grandson, 


Mr. Bernard H. Kenyon of Dover, Massachusetts, a business associate of 


Candidate Devison, and in whose name the Dispensation was returned to 
Aleppo Temple. 

Following the Ceremonial exercises, the Inspired Charge was given 
to the Candidates by Past Imperial Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, IMs 
who commended the Candidates to Director. Alfred C. Sandberg who, with 
his Degree Staff, initiated the Candidates in the Second Section of the 
Shrine. 

An hour vaudeville concluded the evening Ceremonial. 

There were 5,229 Nobles present at this Ceremonial, including the 


432 Candidates and 192 visitors from other Temples.
